President Roosevelt's Next 
Steps To Be Watched Closely 


President Roosevelt cannot actually declare war—but he 
can do almost everything else now. 

That a vital emergency. exists in the nation and in the 
world, there can be no question. Naturally, the President is 
in a position to know the real situation throughout the world 
and undoubtedly his proclamation concerning an unlimited 
emergency was issued only because it was justified by the 
international situation. 

On the other hand, its issuance might have been for the 
effect it will have on the battling nations—bolstering the 
English morale and doing the opposite to Hitler and his Axis 
brothers. : 

Certainly, the English were pledged the full limit of this 
nation’s strength. At the same time, Hitler was very em- 
phatically advised that the interests of this continent lie far 
beyond American shores and that united action can be ex- 
pected from the nations in this hemisphere—if our interests 
are disturbed. 

The historie fireside chat Tuesday night was a straight- 
forward recapitulation of much that President Roosevelt 
previously has said, and a new, clear-cut enunciation of what 
Hitler may expect if he comes much closer to the western 
hemisphere. 

Of course, the declaration of the emergency proclama- 
tion was somewhat of a startling move, but the President has 
been flush with power since September, ‘1939, when he de- 
glared a ‘‘limited emergency”’. 

Just what will be done now that the President has not 
done in the past cannot be forecast. We hear much about 
racketeering among the labor leaders in national defense 
industries. We hear much about the subversive work of 
German diplomats and others in this country. The “‘fifth 
eolumnists’’ may be far more active than the layman real- 
izes. While the defense production apparently is going ahead 
rapidly, it is possible that the output is not actually what it 
should be. 

Surely, a more united nation should be one result of the 
President’s address. The popular, powerful leader spoke. 
Millions of his fellow citizens listened. He called for whole- 
hearted, unselfish, patriotic service to the end that the na- 
tion will become stronger.
